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IN $9625 MILLION WAR AGAINST POVERTY 
Johnson Asks 100,000 ‘CCC Boys’ 


WASHINGTON (U PI)—P resi­ 
dent Johnson, calling for “ total 
victory” 
in 
the 
w ar 
against 
poverty, asked Congress today 
to approve a five-point, $962.5 
million program to help open 
the doors to prosperity for the 
nation’s poor. 


In 
a 
special 
m essage 
the 
Chief Executive proposed crea­ 
tion of a new federal office of 
economic 
opportunity, 
headed 
by Peace Corps Director S ar­ 
gent Shriver, to lead the battle. 


Johnson 
asked Congress 
to 
approve 
plans 
for 
a 
“ job 
corps” 
that eventually would 
grow 
to 
100,000 
youths 
who 
would be modern-day counter­ 


parts of the “CCC boys” of the 
New- Deal days in more than 
IOO cam pss across the land. 


He also called for establish­ 
m ent of new program s to help 
needy students work their way 
through 
college 
and 
provide 
federal subsidies for com m uni­ 
ty plans to attack poverty in 
cities and on farm s. 


Assault Poverty 


The President proposed for­ 
mation of a “ dom estic Peace 
Corps,” to be called the Volun­ 
teers 
for 
A m e r i c a , 
which 
would enlist the skills of young 
and old in the assault on the 
causes of poverty. 


Johnson said every dollar he 
was asking Congress to author­ 
ize for the program had been 
included 
in 
the 
$97.9 
billion 
budget he sent to Capitol Hill 
last January. 
The total 
cost 
comes to I per cent of the fed­ 
eral budget, he said. 


“ We 
are 
fully 
aw are 
that 
this program will not elim inate 
all the poverty in Am erica in 
a few months or a few years,” 
he said. 


“ Poverty is deeply rooted and 
its causes are many. 


“ But this program will show 
the way to new opportunities 
for millions of our fellow citi­ 


zens. It will provide a lever 
with which we can begin to 
open the door to our prosperity 
for those who have been kept 
outside.” 


Proposes Setup

proposed 
“job 
corps” 
would be composed of youths 
from 16 to 21 years old who 
would be selected from those 
who are not qualified for use­ 
ful work. A corps of 40,000 boys 
and men in IOO cam ps and job 
training 
centers 
around

Kline Blasts Slashes

“ Last year Bucks County was 
selected to attend the annual 
conference of the National As­ 
sociation of Counties, where it 
was given national recognition 
for its r e c o r d of progress,” 
Kline said. 


Screeching Halt 


“ Progress 
in 
Bucks 
County 
has now come to a screeching 
halt as a resul 
of this dicta­ 
torial attitude and the destruc­ 
tive slashes in the budgets of 
such key agencies as the sew­ 
er and w ater authority, park 
board, 
industrial 
development 
corporation and our own rede­ 
velopment authority. 


“ The park program was hit 
the hardest, with its 1964 de­ 
partm ent request of m ore than 
$297,000 cut back 
to 
$165,000, 
which will cripple any phases

of this vital program . The sew­ 
er and w ater authority was cut 
from more than $84,000 down to 
$24,000 for its operational budg­ 
et for this year’s vital program . 
The industrial developm ent cor­ 
poration, which approved a $70,- 
000 budget for 1964, was trim ­ 
med back to $48,000; and our 


requested $64,000 was cut back 
to $23,600,” Kline said. 


"F alse Economy” 


“ This is f a l s e econom y,” 
Kline charged, “ and the failure 
of the county com m issioners to 
provide adequate 
budgets 
for 
these vital agencies endangers 
the whole program . 


“ Because of the county’s con­ 
tinuing growth and expansion, 
the 
board 
of 
com missioners 
should meet the challenge and 
not adopt a do-nothing attitude. 
Many other “ horse and buggy” 
attitudes are being expressed 
by Commissioner Bodley such 
as being against 
financing 
a 
communith c o l l e g e here in 
Bucks County. 


“ Mr. Bodley does not believe 
in urban 
renewal 
and 
is 
a t­ 
tempting to destroy the author­ 
ity’s $4,000,000 program in the 
county. This m eans that he is 
endangering vital urban renew ­ 
al program s in such com m uni­ 
ties as Bristol Township Bristol 
Borough, 
Lower 
Southampton, 
W arm inster, P e r k a s i e 
and 
Quakertown, that will aid busi­ 
ness and industry. The average 
taxpayers will get more bene­ 
fits from these program s than 
redevelopment authority, which they will by reducing the coun­ 


ty taxes y% mill or $1.50 on a 
$10,000 hom e,” Kline said. 


“ Also,” 
Kline 
added, 
“ the 
federal governm ent has already 
approved the Lower Southamp 
ton, Perkasie, Quakertown and 
Magnolia G a r d e n s projects. 
More than $3,000,000 in federal 
funds and another half million 
in state funds will 
pour 
into 
Bucks County and create job 
opportunities 
for 
accountants, 
attorneys, real estate brokers, 
bankers, m ortgage brokers, d e­ 
molition men. contractors, and 
man others with the resulting 
boom to banks and retail busi­ 
nesses. 
“ Commissioner Bodley h a s 
only allocated $23,600 to adm in­ 
ister this $4,000,000 program ,” 
Kline declared.

The boycott was supported by 
such controversial Negro lead­ 
ers as Malcolm X, the m ilitant 
Black N ationalists, and R e p . 
Adam Clayton Powell, D-N.Y. * 


“ It is our 
icw that to smoke 
or not to smoko is a personal 
decision which each individual 
must m ake for him self,” Hund­ 
ley said. 
“ However 
all 
t h e 
facts, 
and 
authentic 
facts, 
should be available to individ­ 
uals as a basis for making such 
decisions.” 


“ G reatest Good” 


Hundley said the Public Health 
Service believed the “ greatest 
good” would 
come 
eventually 
from m easures designed to pre­ 
vent young people from starting 
to smoke. 


“ We are especially interested 
in the idea of developing a code 
of fair cigarette advertising de­ 
signed to protect the youth of 
the nation against unfair or de­ 
ceptive acts or practices in cig­ 
arette advertising.” he said. 


Austern said the commission 
actually was proposing to legis­ 
late because its rules would re ­ 
quire cigarette packages to con­ 
tain label warnings. 


Without Complaint 


Chairm an Paul Rand Dixon 
asked Austern if he did not feel 
the com mission had the power 
to prevent “ misleading or de­ 
ceptive” practices. 


Austern said the commission 
did have such power but under 
its proposed regulations it would 
require

without receiving a com plaint

He was ordained to the priest­ 
hood on May A , 1914 by A n ti­ 
bishop Edmund Rrondergast. 
Fist Assignment 
Rev. Daly's first assignment 
was 
assistant 
pastor 
at 
St. 
Patrick's 
parish 
in 
McAdoo 
Here hi' labored for two years 
among the miners before being 
sent 
to 
St. 
P au l’s 
parish 
in 
South Philadelphia. Then as as­ 
sistant to Msgr. K ulm at the 
Most 
Precious 
Blood 
parish, 
Philadelphia, the young curate 
became active in youth groups 
and was one of the first priests 
in the archdiocese to recognise 
and utilize the potential of the 
Boy Scout 
Movement 
in 
the 
work of caring for souls. 
Many of his free (lours in the 
summer were 
spent 
shuttling 
food and blankets to the scout 
cam p on Treasure Island. After 
the first World W ar he was sent 
to France to help in the form a­ 
tion of the Scout Movement in 
that country. After returning to 
the 
United 
States 
he 
began 
again 
to 
organize 
d u b s 
and 
team s among the boys of Most 
Precious 
Blood 
Church 
and 
founded a sum m er camp of his 
own at Ocean City, N .I. 
Organized CVD 
Because of his success with 
tjic young people, he was ap­ 
pointed in 1923 to organize a 
Catholic Young Men’s Associa­ 
tion for the archdiocese. 
For 
four years Rev 
Daly worked 
tirelessly in arranging and or­ 
ganizing youth groups through­ 
out the IO counties and raised 
enough funds in the meantime 
to purchase a headquarters at 
IMH Arch St., Philadelphia. Tho 
building remains today and Is 
still the headquarters, not only 
for CYO, but also for the Con 
fraternity of Christian Doctrine 
and the Guild for the Blind. 
After l l years of m any and 
varied labors with souls, Rev. 
Daly realized his priest's desire 
and was appointed pastor to the 
parish of St. Jerom e in T am ­ 
aqua. This was in 1927 and tho 
depression had already begun to 
paralyze the coal mining areas. 
He soon found that his duties 
w ere to include the tem poral as 
well as the spiritual care of his 
parishioners, and he again en­ 
tered the work of supplying food 
and clothing to needy families.

against all railroads.” 
Wolfe 
said

railroads 
would maintain a united front 
in the face of a union threat 
to strike the Louisville & Nash­ 
ville and the Southern Pacific. 
Wolfe, chairman of the Na­ 
tional 
Railway Labor Confer­ 
ence, said that if the unionss 
carry out their threat to strike 
the 
two lines, the 
rail 
lines 
would seek temporary court in­ 
junctions. 
“ We’re not going to permit 
these unions to crucify a single 
railroad,” Wolfe said. 
Wolfe said the railroads will 
try to get the injunctions today 
or Tuesday. If they are grant­ 
ed, then the railroads hope the 
federal government will come 
forward with suggestions for re­ 
solving the dispute over work 
rules and wages. 
The work rules dispute in­ 
volves issues other than fire­ 
m en’s jobs and train-crew com­ 
position. A special arbitration 
board already has handed down 
a decision permitting gradual 
elimination of firemen’s jobs, 
but both the carriers and the 
unions have agreed to submit 
the 
decision 
to 
the 
Supreme 
Court. 
Wolfe said that in the event 
temporary 
injunctions 
against 
Wednesday’s threatened strikes 
are not granted, then the rail­ 
roads will put their own work 
rules and wage changes into 
effect. 
He said such a move would 
undoubtedly bring on a national 
railway strike.
